"I Mbow," said he, 
"that about» tear ago one of the great 
commission houses in this city, as a 
matter of cariosity, ruadi- a careful, tab- 
ulated statement of the whole of its 
business with its customers between one 
January and another. 
The object was 


to see what wonffl have been the profit 
or loss if the house had filled all the 
orders itself without going on the bwrd. 
The result of the calculation .showed 
that the firm would have made a profit 
of $90,000 had it filled all its custom 
crs' orders itself; that is, paid profits

There is no room for fraud, 
and there are certain advantages to be 
had in trading with them. The failure 
will be a great boon to many smaller 
ones, and to not a few of the larger 
ones, too.

INDIANAPOLIS, November 23. — The 


Indianapolis Journal this morning prints 
the following : "A very strange and 
stupid blunder occurred yesterday in 
connection with the official canvass of 
the returns of the Presidential election 
in this State, in the presence of the 
Governor and the Marshals, as pre- 
seiibed by law. It was found that there 
was no Marshal and no returns from the 
Kighth Congressional District, embra- 
cing the counties of Clay, Fonntait, 
Montgomery, Parke, Vermilion, Algo 
and Warren. As there was no returns 
they could not be counted. 
The result 


is a seeming reduction of the Republi- 
can plurality by about 2,500. How 
this stupid and inexcusable blunder oc- 
curred is not certainly known.
